The Council Declares Itsell’ Satisfied
With the Paving,

A meeting of the city council wes held
yosterday afterncon, all belng present ex-
cept Ald. Bennett,

The minutes of the prevlous meeting
were read and approved.

The chlef business before the couneil
was the final settlement with the paving
contrators, Measrs, Reagan Bros. The
commlttee presented the following report
which was corroborated by verbal state-
ment from the clty englneer, Mr, Bred-

heck, and the paving Inepector, Mr.

Yonr committee on paving wonld re-

The Bridge Bill,

There have been so many and various
statements made about what the bill con.
talned which was patsed by congress in
May, 1884, providing for the cunstroe-
tlon of & wagon and railway bridge be-
tween hers and Omaha, that for tho ben-
efit of the publlc Tnr Bre glves ita aub

atance agaln, It having published the bill
in full at the time of Ita passage.

The blll provides that the Nebraska
Oontral Rallway company is suthorized
to consatruoct and malntain a bridge soross
the Missourl river at any point bstwecn
the north and south line of Douglas
county, and at least one-third of a mlle
from any other brldge. The bridge is to
be a combloation reilway and wagon
bridge, for the safe and convenient
passage of wagone, carrleges, etock,
steam, cable and street oars, and all
road travel, but the ssme travel shall ‘not
be opon the s¥me space as used by the
railroad track and cara,

The rates of toll shall be such as may
be approved by the secratary of war, and
the loeatlon mnd plans of the bridge,
together with a map of the river,fora
mile above and a mila below the proposed
nlte. If the bridge is made with unbroken
and continuous spans, it shall have three
or more channel epars, and shall not be
of lesa elevatlon fifty feet above high
water mark, nor shall the epans be less
than three hundred feot in length,

1f the bridge is bullt as s draw briege,
it shall be conatrocted as a pivot bridge,
with a draw over the maln channel, at
another span of not less than 160 fest on
each sido of the central pler of the draw,
and the nextadjoinlng span to the draw
shall not be less tean 300 feet, and the
head boom under such span shall not be
less than ten feet above high water mark.

All railway companies deslring to use
gald bridge shall have equal rlghts and
privileges,
